STATISTICAL TABLES ILLUSTRATING THE 


ECONOMIC POSITION. 


The Tables which appear on pages 433 and 434 are 
designed to show the trend of the economic position in 
the United Kingdom by setting out a series of statis- 
tical data, in a readily-comparable form, i.e., by means 
of recent monthly figures and monthly averages for 
past periods. Similar tables are published monthly. 


Table I. contains data of a general character, in- 
cluding particulars relating to New Capital Issues, 
Bank Clearings, Transport (Railway and Shipping), 
External Trade, Postal Receipts, Employment, the 
Board of Trade Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices 
and of Industrial Production, and the Chamber of 
Shipping Index of Freights. 


The particulars of Bank Clearings (item 2) relate to 
England and Wales, and the particulars of Postal 
Receipts and of Railway Freight Traffic (items 3 and 
5 respectively) relate to Great Britain. ‘The figures of 
employment and unemployment also relate to Great 
Britain. ‘The figures of insured workers in employ- 
ment—item 10 (a)—represent the numbers of workers 
insured against unemployment, after deducting those 
registered as unemployed, and an estimate of the num- 
ber absent from work owing to sickness, etc., and to 
trade disputes; the results are not necessarily of a high 
degree of accuracy. 


Table II., dealing with particular trades, contains 
figures relating to activity and employment in certain 
important industries for which information is avail- 
able. Activity in the Coal Mining Industry is indi- 
cated by the quantities of saleable coal raised and 
quantities exported, in Iron and Steel by the output of 
pig iron and of crude steel, and in Copper and Rubber 
by the quantities of those commodities available for 
manufacture. In the Textile Trades, figures are 
shown for the quantities of cotton delivered to mills, 
the production of artificial silk yarn and waste, the 
deliveries of natural silk for home consumption, and 
the index of wages paid in the wool textile industry, as 
calculated by the Ministry of Labour. For Electrical 
Engineering the Beama Index of Production has been 
utilised. ‘The tonnage of merchant vessels under con- 
struction is shown for each quarter; and the table also 
includes figures representing the relative estimated 
cost of the dwelling houses and other buildings, the 
plans for which have been approved by 146 Local 
Authorities in Great Britain. 


The percentages, printed in italics in the Tables, are 
based on the figures for 1924 taken as 100. It should 
be noted that, in the cases where an index has been 
originally calculated and published on a base year or 
period other than 1924 (as Table I., item 7, Chamber 
of Shipping Index; and Table II., item 4, Beama 
Index of Production) the monthly averages of the pub- 
lished index numbers for 1924 have, for the present 
purpose, been taken as bases of comparison, and the 
index numbers for 1928 and later periods have been 
calculated as percentages of the 1924 average. 





ENQUIRY INTO PRICE FIXING TO SHOPS. 


The Lord Chancellor and the President of the Board 
of Trade have appointed a Committee to consider 
present trade practices which result in withholding 
from particular retail traders supplies of goods in which 
they wish to deal or which prevent the resale of such 
supplies except upon conditions imposed by the sup- 
Pliers, and to report whether in their opinion all or 
any of such practices are detrimental to the public 
interest, and, if so, what alterations in the existing 
law are necessary to prevent the continuance of such

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE FOR 
CONCERTED ECONOMIC ACTION. 


At the conclusion, on March 24, of the Conference 
for Concerted Economie Action which has been sitting 
at Geneva since February 17, a Commercial Conven- 
tion was signed on behalf of the United Kingdom, 
Austria, Belgium, Estonia, Finland, France, Germany, 
Italy, Luxemburg, the Netherlands and Switzerland. 
A further conference is to be held next November to 
decide the conditions under which the Convention is 
to be brought into force. Particulars with regard to 
the provisions of the Convention will be given in a 
future issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 

On the same date representatives of the countries 
above named, as well as of Greece, Latvia, Lithuania 
and Portugal, signed a Protocol establishing a pro- 
gramme for future negotiations for concerted economic 
action. 

Both instruments will remain open for further signa- 
tures until April 15 next. 





MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 





REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE: 
ICE SKATES. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 2, Sub- 
Section (4) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notice that, in pursuance of an 
application received by them for the making of an 
Order-in-Council to require imported ice skates to bear 
an indication of origin, they have made a reference to 
the Standing Committee appointed by them under the 
Act in respect thereof. 

Attention is called to the fact that, while, under the 
provisions of the above Act, the Committee must in 
every case referred to them consider whether the goods 
should bear an indication of origin at the time of sale 
or exposure for sale, they may also, at their discretion, 
consider and report upon the question whether such 
goods should bear an indication of origin at the time 
of importation. 

Representatives of any interests substantially 
affected by the application who desire to be heard in 
opposition at the Public Enquiry, which will be held 
later by the Committee, should communicate with the 
Secretary, Mr. E. W. Reardon, at the Board of Trade 
Offices, Great George Street, London, 8.W. 1, as early 
as possible and in any case not later than April 30,

INDIAN RAILWAY BUDGET.

SHARK HUNTING IN SEYCHELLES WATERS. 


It is announced that the Government of Seychelles 
are prepared to consider applications for licences to 
hunt, capture or kill sharks for commercial purposes 
in the waters of the Colony. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Clerk 
to the Governor, Mahé, Seychelles, and should state :— 

(a) the period (not exceeding ten years) for which 
the licence is sought; 

(6) the number of vessels and the number of fac- 
tories (indicating whether floating or shore) proposed 
to be used in connection with the licence. 

The fee payable in respect of a licence will be 100 
rupees per annum, and an additional fee of 50 rupees 
per annum will be payable in respect of each factory 
maintained. 

Machinery and necessary outfit for the first station 
erected by a licensee will be admitted to the Colony 
free of import duty. 

A licensee will be required to establish and use at 
least one shore station within two years of the com- 
mencement of the licence. He will make his own 
arrangements for the establishment of stations, sub- 
ject to approval by the Government of the localities 
selected. 

An export duty at the rate of one rupee per hecto- 
litre will be payable on shark oil exported from the 
Colony, and an export duty at the rate of one rupee per 
ton will be charged on any fertiliser product. An ex- 
port duty will also be levied on shark skins.

SHIPPING. 





MOVEMENT AT PORTS OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM IN 1928 AND 1929. 


Preliminary figures are now available regarding the 
movement of shipping at ports of the United Kingdom 
during the year 1929, and in the following article 4 
comparison is made between this movement and the 
corresponding movement in the year 1928. 





FOREIGN TRADE. 


In 1929 the total net tonnage of the entrances in 
the foreign trade, at ports of the United Kingdom, 
was 96,605,000 tons, an increase of 6-14 per cent. as 
compared with the total net tonnage of the entrances 
in respect of the year 1928. The entrances with cargo 
in 1929 were 62,701,000 tons net, and the entrances in 
ballast were 33,904,000 tons net. These totals were 
greater than the corresponding totals of the previous 
year by 3-92 per cent. and 10-51 per cent. respectively. 

The net tonnage of the clearances in the foreign 
trade with cargoes and in ballast during 1929 amounted 
to 97,199,000 tons, a total 5-35 per cent. greater than 
the corresponding total for 1928. The clearances with 
cargo were 6°57 per cent. greater than in 1928 and 
aggregated 68,680,000 tons net, while the clearances in 
ballast were 28,519,000 tons net, or 2°52 per cent. 
greater than the total of the previous year. 

The large percentage increases in the entrances in 
ballast and the clearances with cargo were due mainly 
to the increased activity of the coal export trade. The 
quantity of coal shipped as bunkers showed little 
change from that of the previous year. An increased 
number of vessels that called off the Isle of Wight to 
land or embark passengers only, augmented the ballast 
figures, both inwards and outwards. 


Proportion of Entrances with Cargo.—During 1929 
the net tonnage of the entrances with cargo in the 
foreign trade of the United Kingdom was 64:9 per cent. 
of the total entrances of all vessels, and the corre- 
sponding proportion in 1928 was 66-3 per cent. Of the 
net tonnage of the entrances from Northern Europe, 
47-5 per cent. in 1929 and 47-3 per cent. in 1928 re- 
lated to vessels with cargo, while 50-3 per cent. in 1929 
and 56:2 per cent. in 1928 of the net tonnage of vessels 
that entered from Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries referred to loaded or partly 
loaded vessels. From the Atlantic Coast of North 
America the proportion of net tonnage with cargo was 
greater: 88-0 per cent. in 1929 and 86-1 per cent. in 
1928 of the net tonnage of entrances from that area 
related to vessels with cargo. For all other areas com- 
bined, the corresponding percentages were 84-6 and 
85-6. 


Entrances by Areas.—The net tonnage of the en- 
trances with cargo during 1929 from Northern Europe 
amounted to 26-9 per cent. of the total entrances with 
cargo from all areas; 14:9 per cent. of the net tonnage 
of entrances with cargo were from Atlantic Turope 
and Western Mediterranean Countries and 21-2 per 
cent. from the Atlantic Coast of North America. The 
corresponding proportions in 1928 were 26-6 per cent., 
14-7 per cent., and 21-8 per cent. respectively. The 
net tonnage of the entrances with cargo from no other 
area exceeded 6:0 per cent. of the total entrances with 
cargo in either year. Nearly one-half of the entrances 
with cargo at ports of the United Kingdom in each year 
related to vessels engaged in voyages between this 
country and other parts of Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea.

AGE-GROUPS OF BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS IN 1929. 


In the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of last week-(pages 398-402) par- 
ticulars were given as to the occupations of British 
migrants of 18 years of age and upwards, between the 
United Kingdom and non-European countries in 1929. 
The emigrants from and immigrants into the United 
Kingdom, including those under 18 years of age, have 
been classified into seven age-groups, and the tables on 
pages 428-29-30 show on this basis the age-grouping 
iso far as ascertained) of the male and female emi- 
mants and immigrants of British nationality who left 
or took up permanent residence in England and Wales, 
in Scotland, in Northern Ireland, and in the United 
Kingdom in 1929. Similar particulars for 1928 were 
published in fhe issue of the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 28, 
1929. These particulars for 1928 and 1929 are sum- 
marised in the paragraphs which follow. 


Ages of Emigrants and Immigrants. 


The following is a summary statement of the age- 
srouping of British male and female migrants who left 
or took up permanent residence in the United Kingdom 
during the years 1928 and 1929. Residence for a year 
or more is treated as permanent residence for the pur-

The above summary shows that of the emigrants 
from the United Kingdom whose ages were stated, per- 
sons of 18 to 30 years accounted for a considerable pro- 
portion of the total. About 47 per cent. of the males 
and 89 per cent. of the females fell within these limits 
in 1929; 32 percent. of the males and about 24 per cent. 
of the females were between the ages of 18 and 25 years. 
the proportion of persons of 31 years of age and over 

was, for the two sexes together, ‘about 33 per cent. in 
1929, as compared with 30 per cent. in 1928, the per- 
centage for males being 30 and 26 respectively in 1929 
and 1928, and for females 37 in each year. Children 
under 12 years of age averaged about 14 per cent. of the 
males and 16 per cent. of the females during 1929, and 
3 and 16 per cent. respectively of the males and 
females in 1928, while the age-group 12 to 17 years 
averaged about 12 per cent. of the males and 7 per cent. 
of the females in 1929, and 12 and 8 per cent. respec- 
tively in 1928. 


Excess of Emigrants. 


The net excess of emigration over immigration was 
87,469 in 1929 and 77,729 in 1928. The excess in each

From these figures it appears that, of the outward 
balance of men over 18 years of age, 78 per cent. in 
1929 and nearly 80 per cent. in 1928 occurred among 
those between 18 and 30 years old, while among women 
the corresponding proportion between these ages was 
about 66 per cent. in 1929 and 68 per cent. in 1928. 


Ages of Migrants from, or to, each Division of the 
United Kingdom. 


The figures for the three divisions of the United 
Kingdom—i.e., England and Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland—show considerable variations in the 
proportions in the several age groups. 


Emigrants.—The most noticeable feature is the 
relatively high proportion of persons of 18 to 30 years 
of age among the emigrants from Northern Ireland. In 
1929 nearly 57 per cent. of all the male emigrants and 
54 per cent. of all the female emigrants from Northern 
Ireland were between these ages, while for Scotland the 
corresponding percentages Were 50 and 44, and for 
England and Wales 45 and 35 respectively. Of the 
individual age groups, that of 21-25 for males accounted 
in 1929 for 27 per cent. of the total male emigrants 
from Northern Ireland, for 24 per cent. of the males 
from Scotland, and for 21 per cent. of the males from 
England and Wales. 


Immigrants.—In the return movement, the number 
of males over 30 years of age represented 44, 45 and 
42 per cent. of the total number of male immigrants 
into England and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland 
respectively, while the proportion of the females over 
30 years of age was 53 per cent. both for England and 
Wales and for Scotland, and about 46 per cent. for 
Northern Ireland. 


Age-Grouping by Country of Future, or Last, 
Permanent Residence. 


Emigrants.—As regards the age-grouping of the 
emigrants by country of future permanent residence the 
movements of female emigrants to British North 
America from England and Wales, and from Scotland, 
were noticeable. As compared with 1928, the numbers 
recorded for 1929 in each of the age-groups for those 
emigrants showed increases, the largest, both for 
England and Wales and for Scotland, being in the 
‘“ under 12 years ’’ group. The decrease in 1929 of 
10,337 in the number of British emigrants to Australia 
comprised 6,017 males and 4,320 females; these re- 
duced numbers being, with one exception, more or less 
equally reflected in each of the age-groups for both 
males and females. The number of British emigrants 
to the United States showed an increase of 8,364 (4,308 
males and 4,056 females) in 1929 as compared with 
1928, and each of the age-groups showed an increase. 


Immigrants.—The return movernent from Canada 
showed a decrease of 3,579 males, of whom 1,577 were 
recorded in the age- group 21-25 years, 972 in the 26-30 
years group, and 717 in the 31-45 years group. This 
decreased movement is accounted for by the fact that 
the figures for 1928 included a large number of ‘‘ har- 
vesters ’’ (recorded as ‘* immigrants ’’) between the 
ages of 18 and 30, who returned to this country from 
Canada during the jatter part of the year.

FRANCE. 


Coal output in January, which showed a marked 
increase over December last, was also higher than in 
any month of 1929. The rate of pig iron production 
showed a slight shrinkage; the average daily output in 
January (27,800 tons) was smaller than in any month 
of last year, with the exception of February. Furnaces 
in blast at the beginning and end of January 
numbered 156. The total January pig iron output 
(861,900 tons) included 35,400 tons of forge and 
Bessemer iron, 152,500 tons of foundry, 646,400 tons 
of basic and 27,600 tons of other descriptions of pig 
iron. The production of steel ingots and castings in 
January was reduced as compared with December and 
January of last year, probably on account of the modi- 
fication of quotas decided on by the International Steel 
Cartel in October last. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—No alterations in prices were 
notified by the various domestic syndicates in 
It is reported that a French 
Association dealing with the production and prices 
of plates, medium sheets, thin sheets and flats, has 
been constituted, and began activities on March 1.

GERMANY. 


The total output of coal in January was higher than 
in any month of 1929 with the exception of August 
and October; compared with a year ago the increase 
amounted to 893,100 tons. The rate per working day 
(552,770 tons) was lower than that of December 
(562,900 tons) and November (571,300 tons), but was 
well above those of the previous months of last year, 
the January figure for which was 511,200 tons. The 
pig iron output was at a further reduced rate; the 
tonnage for January, which averaged 34,670 tons per 
calendar day, as compared with 34,930 tons in 
December, and 34,860 tons in January, 1929, was 
lower than in any month of last year with the excep- 
tion of March. Furnaces in blast at the beginning and 
end of January numbered 95. The aggregate January 
pig iron output (1,074,650 tons) included 1,090 tons 
of forge and Bessemer iron, 193,470 tons of foundry 
and hematite, 673,250 tons of basic and 206,840 tons 
of ferro-alloys. A slight expansion in the production of 
steel ingots and castings was recorded in January as 
compared with December; the average tonnage pro- 
duced daily, however, was lower than in any of the 
other months of 1929, due, in the main, to the October 
decision of the International Steel Cartel regarding the 
quotas of its members. The production per working 
day averaged 48,250 tons in January, as compared 
with 47,400 tens in December, 56,300 tons in June 
(peak) and 55,620 tons in January, 1929. The output 
of finished steel products in January amounted to 
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881,680 tons, as compared with 789,310 tons in Decem- 
ber, and 985,250 tons in January, 1929. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—Domestic prices were un- 
changed during January and February. The official 
minimum export prices determined by the Inter- 
national Steel Cartel were advanced as from February 
15 by 2s. per long ton for semi-finished material, 
2s. 6d. for finished products, and 4s. for plates. 
Export prices current include the following: —Blooms, 
£4 7s.-£4 12s.; billets, £4 18s.-£4 14s.; sheet bars, 
£4 13s.-£4 15s.; joists (standard sections), £5 1s. 6d; 
plates (4 in. and over), £6 8s., and plates (3% in.), 
£6 10s. 6d. All the foregoing prices are per long ton 
(f.0.b. Hamburg). 


BELGIUM. 


Although the scale of coal output was reduced in 
January as compared with the previous month, the 
average daily tonnage produced was higher than in 
any month of 1929 prior to December. Production per 
working day averaged 94,570 tons in January, as 
against 95,680 tons and 92,840 tons, in December and 
January, 1929, respectively. Coal stocks at the end 
of January amounted to 489,970 tons, compared with 
316,710 tons at the end of December and 960,890 tons 
at the end of January, 1929. The daily make of pig 
iron in January showed a slight gain over December, 
but only two other months in 1929 (February and 
March) showed smaller tonnages. The production per 
calendar day in January averaged 10,900 tons, as 
against 10,800 tons in December and 11,130 tons in 
January, 1929. Furnaces in blast at the beginning and 
end of January numbered 58. The output of steel 
ingots and castings in January, which was below that 
of most months of last year, showed an increase over 
the reduced tonnages of November and December last, 
although the reduced quota decided upon in October 
last was still operative. The total production of 
finished steel products amounted to 291,460 tons in 
January, 279,170 tons in December, and 307,970 tons 
in January of the previous year. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—The Franco-Belgian-Luxem- 
burg combine for the export of phosphoric piy iron 
was dissolved as from March 1. Export rates for pig 
iron per long ton (f.o.b. Antwerp) in the first week of 
March, were as follows:—Number 3 foundry iron, 
£3 7s.-£38 8s.; basic iron, £3 2s.; and hematite iron, 
£3 17s.-£3 18s. The basis export rates for semi-pro- 
ducts, finished products, and plates, fixed by the Inter- 
national Steel Cartel, were advanced by 2s., 2s. 6d., 
and 4s. per ton as from February 15. The new rates 
include the following:—Blooms, £4 7s.-£4 12s.;

UNITED STATEs. 


The total January coal output, 50,729,000 tons, 
which included 44,445,000 tons of bituminous and 
6,284,000 tons of anthracite coal, showed an increase 
over the two preceding months, but was below that 
for January, 1929; only one other month in 1929 
(October) had a higher aggregate. The aggregate out- 
puts of bituminous coal produced in December and in 
January, 1929, were 41,250,000 tons and 45,493,000 
tons respectively, and of anthracite coal, 6,837,000 
tons and 6,551,000 tons respectively. The aggregate 
and average daily output of pig iron in January 
showed further contraction. The tonnage made per 
calendar day averaged 91,210 tons, compared with 
91,510 tons and 111,040 tons in December and 
January, 1929, respectively. Furnaces in blast at 
the end of January numbered 173, a net increase 
of 16 as compared with the beginning of the 
month, 19 furnaces having been blown in and three 
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shut down. It is reported, however, that many of 
these furnaces were blown in late in the month, and 
the increase of output was not sufficient to bring the 
January output above that for December. Steel 
ingot production recorded some recovery after the low 
totals for November and December. The output per 
working day averaged 140,230 tons in January, as 
against 115,850 tons in December, 195,300 tons in May 
(peak), and 166,310 fons in January, 1929. 

Iron and Steel Prices.—The movement of prices 
since the beginning of the year was marked by reduc- 
tions ranging between ‘05 and -10 cents per lb. in the 
finished steel market during January, while conces- 
sions in semi-finished steel in the same month were 
followed by a formal reduction of a dollar per ton on 
billets, slabs, and sheet bars in the first week of 
February. Prices of ‘‘ old material ’’ at Chicago 
showed successive gains in the first three weeks of 
February. Representative quotations for iron and 
steel at the end of February were :—Number 2 foundry 
pig iron, Philadelphia, 20 dols. 76 cts.; Number 2 
foundry, Valley furnace, 18 dols. 50 cts.; re-rolling 
billets, Pittsburg, 33 dols.; sheet bars, Pittsburg, 
33 dols.; and forging billets, Pittsburg, 38 dols.; all 
prices per English ton. The following were repre- 
sentative quotations (per lb. to large buyers) for cer- 
tain finished products: Steel bars, Chicago, 1-95 cts.; 
tank plates, Pittsburg, 1-80 cts., and structural shapes, 
Chicago, 1-95 cts.

RADIO RESEARCH. 


Hitherto a section summarising the work of the Radio 
Research Board has been included each vear in the Annual 
Report of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, but as the published results of the researches 
carried out by the Board are attracting increasing atten- 
tion, both at home and abroad, it is now considered desir- 
able to issue each year as a separate publication a more 
complete statement of the progress of the work carried out. 
In the first of such a series of *Annual Reports, the work 
carried out from the formation of the Board to March 31, 
1929, is reviewed. 

Since the formation of the Board in 1920 the progress 
made in the general science of radio communication has 
been remarkable. For example, the yreatest accuracy with 
which the frequency of a wireless wave could be determined 
ten years ago was less than one part in 5,000. Methods are 
described in the Report by which an accuracy of one part 
in 100,000 can be obtained, the determination being based 
on the astronomical second. Very considerable advances 
are also recorded in the measurement at high frequencies of 
electrical quantities such as current resistance capacity, 
etc. 

Probably the most outstanding result achieved under the 
auspices of the Board during the period under review has 
been the obtaining of the first positive and direct experi- 
mental proof of the existence of the Heaviside layer. The 
methods used in proving its existence are described and the 
data obtained from them on the propagation of waves are 
summarised. 

When the Board was formed it was found that widely 
different opinions were held as to the reliability of radio 
direction finding. Some held that radio direction finding 
was a satisfactory aid to navigation; others believed that 
the variable errors encountered rendered it unsafe to place 
reliance on the bearings obtained. The Report contains a 
summary of careful and lengthy investigations of the causes 
to which errors in direction finding may be attributed. The 
results obtained have completely reconciled the conflicting 
views, and the conditions under which bearings obtained by 
wireless methods may be regarded as reliable are clearly 
formulated.

Ten years ago the nature and origin of atmospherics were 
also very little understood, and serious hopes were enter- 
tained by scientific men, as well as by most amateur 
inventors, of being able to eliminate atmospherics for the 
purposes of reception. All of the methods proposed in the 
past proved to be failures to a greater or less extent. The 
cause of this wasted effort was mainly due to the fact that 
those striving to eliminate atmospherics resembled detec- 
tives hunting for a criminal without any information as to 
his appearance, habits or habitat. 

The work of the Board described in the Report has gone 
far to provide the data that were lacking. Methods for de- 
termining the wave forms of atmospherics and their main 
sources of origin are described, as well as means for finding 
the place of origin of individual atmospherics. Although 
the work carried out has shown that means for the com- 
plete elimination of atmospherics will probably never be 
realised, nevertheless the methods developed make it pos- 
sible to utilise to the full the directive properties of aerials 
and the general selectivity of receivers for the mitigation 
of atmospherics in any locality. There are also indications 
that this branch of the Board’s work may have valuable 
applications in the sphere of meteorology and aerial naviga- 
tion.

A paper on ‘ Building Craftsmanship ’’ will be read by 
Mr. Nathaniel Lloyd, O.B.E., F.S.A., at the Royal Society 
of Arts, John Street, Adelphi, London, W.C.2, on Wed- 
nesday, April 2. 

The chair will be taken at 8 p.m. by Professor Charles 
H. Reilly, O.B.E., M.A., F.R.I.B.A. (Director of the School 
of Architecture, University of Liverpool). The paper will 
be illustrated by lantern slides.

CANADIAN WOOL CLIP IN 1929. 


The total production of wool in Canada in 1929 is 
estimated at 21,234,000 Ibs., as compared with 19,611,430 
lbs. in 1928, reports the Acting High Commissioner of 
Canada in London. 

The value of the clip of 1929 is estimated provisionally 
at 4,247,000 dollars, against 5,099,000 dols. in 1928. By 
provinces, the wool clip for 1929 was estimated as follows :— 
Prince Edward Island, 553,000 lbs.; Nova Scotia, 
1,584,000 Ibs.; New Brunswick, 866,000 Ibs.; Quebec, 
5,498,000 Ibs.; Ontario, 6,300,000 Ilbs.; Manitoba, 
1,015,000 lbs. Saskatchewan, 1,192,000 Ibs.; Alberta, 
3,054,000 Ibs.; British Columbia, 1,156,000 Ibs., and Indian 
Reserves, 16,000 Ibs. 





CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The Acting High Commissioner for Canada in London 
has been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between March 6 and 12, 50,400 barrels and 20,300 boxes 
of Canadian apples were shipped to British ports. In 
addition, Sweden, France and Belgium received 1,300 
barrels, 1,700 barrels and 8,900 barreis of apples respec- 
tively.

The total quantity of apples exported from Canada this 
season up to March 7 amounted to 1,332,462 barrels, 15,362 
half-barrels and 658,905 boxes; as compared with 682,518 
barrels, 7,677 half-barrels and 873,601 boxes during the 
corresponding period of last season. 





CANADIAN DAIRY INDUSTRY. 


The Acting High Commissioner for Canada in London 
has received from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa the Final Report on Statistics of Dairy Factories 
for 1928. 

While dairy products are still turned out in Canada to 
some extent by individual farmers either for their own use 
or for sale, the principal production for many years past 
has been by ‘‘ dairy factories’’ receiving milk or cream 
from numbers of farmers and co-operative societies, and 
utilising up-to-date electrical machinery amid ‘hygienic 
surroundings for the manufacture of butter, cheese or con- 
centrated milk (condensed, evaporated or powdered), ice 
cream, etc. 

The total number of dairy factories in Canada in 1928 
was 2,833, the number including 1,216 creameries, 1,301 
cheese factories, 287 combined butter and cheese factories 
and 29 condenseries. As compared with the previous year, 
the number of creameries showed a decrease of 50 and the 
number of cheese factories a decrease of 33. The total 
decrease in dairy factories, however, was only 66, as there 
was an increase of 15 in the number of combined butter 
and cheese factories and two additional condenseries were 
established during the year. 


MILK AND CREAMERY BUTTER. 

The number of farmers supplying milk or cream to dairy 
factories in 1928 was 286,334, a decrease of 24,488. The 
number of cows providing milk for the factories decreased 
during the year from 2,237,835 in 1927 to 2,197,273 in 1928. 

The quantity of whole milk delivered to Canadian dairy 
factories in 1928 increased during the year by 4 per cent. 
to a new total of 2,619,693,520 Ibs., of which cheese 
factories took 1,378,958,821 Ibs. Deliveries of cream to the 
factories in 1928 had a total butter fat content of 
142,855,331 lbs., as compared with the 1927 total of 
147,973,931 lbs. On the basis of milk and cream deliveries, 
the total quantity of milk used to supply the dairy factory 
industry in 1928 was approximately 6,701,274,406 lIbs., the 
cream being calculated in terms of milk on a ratio of 
3.5 lbs. of butter fat to 100 lbs. of milk. 

The production of creamery butter in Canada in 1928 
was 168,027,039 lbs., with a total value of 64,702,538 
dollars, a decrease both in quantity and in value, quantity 
production being the smallest shown for any one of 
the previous five years, though the total value was the 
second largest in the history of the industry, being ex- 
ceeded only in 1927. 


CHEESE AND OTHER PRODUCTS. 


Cheese made in Canadian dairy factories in 1928 had a 
total production of 144,584,619 lIbs., valued at 30,494,463 
dols., an increase during the year of 44 per cent. in 
quantity and of 19 per cent. in value. The yearly average 
of production for the past eight years was 153,847,848 lbs., 
so that the 1928 production is down by 9 million lbs. 

The total value of all items classified under the heading 
of concentrated milk products in 1928 was 10,176,208 dols., 
a decrease of 10,104 dols. as compared with 1927, but an 
increase of 575,070 dols. over 1926. There were decreases 
in 1928 in the production of condensed milk, evaporated 
milk and skim milk powder, while increases were recorded 
for condensed skim milk and whole milk powder. 

Other products of Canadian dairy factories include whey 
butter, ice cream and whole milk and cream sold, and all 
of these items showed increases in quantity over the pre- 
ceding year. The production of ice cream amounted to 
6,353,077 gallons, an increase of over a million gallons; 
the quantity of milk sold amounted to 43,708,410 gallons, 
an increase of 14 million gallons; and the-quantity of 
cream, computed according to its butter fat content, to 
14,543,108 lbs. b.f., an increase of over a million lbs. b.f. 
The total value of all miscellaneous products in 1928 
amounted to 39,000,405 dols., as compared with 
34,492,484 dols. in 1927. 

The total capital invested in the 2,833 dairy factories in 
Canada in 1928 amounted to 53,552,319 dols., as against 
50,805,132 dols. in 1927; the number of employees was 
12,257, whose salaries and wages amounted to 12,809,102 
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dols.; and the total value of all products turned out by 
these factories in 1928 was 144,373,614 dols., an increase 
over the preceding year of 8,462,684 dols., or 6 per cent. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


Cabled advice from the Department of Agriculture, 
Pretoria, to the High Commissioner for the Union in London 
shows that during the week ended March 8 the following 
quantities of South African produce were shipped to various 
United Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, 524 bales, greasy, 
9,576 bales; mohair, 17 bales; hides, wet, 2,583 bales, dry, 
652 bales; sheepskins, 217 bales; goatskins, 109 bales; 
wattlebark, 845 tons; wattle extract, 887,016 lbs.; butter, 
408,128 lbs.; cheese, 83,108 lbs.; beef, forequarters, 579, 
hindquarters, 580; buchu, 10 tons; sugar, 224 tons; lucerne, 
17,258 bags; lucerne meal, 3,392 bags; maize, 1,134 bags; 
maize meal, 5,631 bags, and chop, 4,469 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruits were 
dispatched between March 4 and 14:—Pears, 154,625; 
grapes, 105,029; plums, 5,638; apples, 3,755; prunes, 
1,894; nectarines, 4; pines, 1,228; melons, 128; peaches, 19; 
granadillas, 11; quinces, 100; and pomegranates, 26.

ADVERTISING MATTER FOR ARGENTINA. 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos 
Aires has drawn attention to the undesirability of British 
firms sending advertising matter, catalogues, calendars and 
samples to prospective customers in Argentina by parcels 
post, and also to the fact that letters from this country are 
frequently understamped. 

Under the Argentine regulations every postal parcel has 
to pass through the Customs, and the consignee is obliged to 
pay various charges (stamp duty) before being allowed to 
examine the parcel. In practice, many parcels are aban- 
doned by the addressee owing to the time and cost involved 
in withdrawing them from the Custom House. 

To avoid annoyance to local importing firms, exporters 
are advised to forward all such propaganda matter by 
registered post. 





COLOMBIAN COFFEE. 


A total of 2,863,171 bags of coffee, of 60 kilogs. each, was 
conveyed from the interior of Colombia to the ports during 
1929, states the Anglo-Colombian Chamber of Commerce in 
London. This compares with 2,795,111 bags in 1928.

value by Rs. 56 lakhs. Grey and coloured goods showed 
increases of 2 and 3 million yards in quantity, but their 
value fell by Rs. 19 and Rs. 12 lakhs respectively, while 
white goods recorded a decrease of 4 million yards in 
quantity and of Rs. 23 lakhs in value.

Exports of food, drink, and tobacco, compared with 
January, 1929, decreased by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 4,78 lakhs. 
Shipments of tea rose by 4 million lbs. in quantity, but the 
value fell, owing to lower prices, from Rs. 2,11 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,99 lakhs. The quantity of coffee exported increased 
from 8,000 cwts. to 14,000 cwts. and the value rose from 
Rs. 7 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs. Exports of rice not in the 
husk increased by 20,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 7 
lakhs in value. Raw materials and produce exported 
decreased by Rs. 2,88 lakhs to Rs. 14,82 lakhs. Raw cotton, 
notwithstanding an increase of 9,000 tons in quantity, fell 
in value by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 6,88 lakhs. Of the total 
shipments of 81,000 tons Japan took 42,000 tons, or 52 per 
cent., Germany and China 7,000 tons each, Italy 6,500 tons, 
Belgium 6,100 tons, the United Kingdom 5,100 tons, 
France 3,000 tons, and Spain 2,000 tons, the re- 
mainder going mainly to Holland and the United States. 
Exports of raw jute fell from 81,000 tons to 74,000 tons in 
quantity, the corresponding decrease in value being from 
Rs. 2,96 lakhs to Rs. 2,36 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds showed 
a net decline of Rs. 1,14 laks. The decreases were 
mainly under groundnuts (—Rs. 81 lakhs), cotton 
seeds (— Rs. 10 lakhs) and sesamum (— Rs. 7 lakhs). 
Exports of lac fell by 13,000 cwts. in quantity and 
by Rs. 22 lakhs in value. Shipments of raw _ wool 
decreased by 4 million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 34 lakhs 
in value; raw hides and skins also fell by 2,000 tons in 
quantity and Rs. 28 lakhs in value. Exports of oilcakes 
also decreased by 14,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 16 
lakhs in value. Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 35 
lakhs to Rs. 6,63 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped 
rose from 36 millions to 46 millions in quantity, but the 
value fell from Rs. 1,71 lakhs to Rs. 1,67 lakhs. The 
yardage of gunny cloth exported rose from 115 millions to 
120 millions, with a decrease in value from Rs. 2,08 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,99 lakhs. Tanned or dressed hides and skins 
increased by 400 tons in quantity and by Rs. 9 lakhs in 
value. The exports of cotton manufactures (yarn and 
piece-goods) declined by Rs. 23 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
41 per cent. in January, 1929, to 43 per cent. in January, 
1930, and in exports from 19 per cent. to 21 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under review were, respectively, 6, 11 and 5 per 
cent. under imports and 8, 15 and 10 per cent. under 
exports. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during January amounted respec- 
tively to 823,000 and 813,000, as against 638,000 and 688,000 
in the previous month, and 779,000 and 755,000 in January, 
1929. During the ten months ended January, 1930, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted respectively to 6,879,000 and 7,337,000, as com- 
pared with 6,844,000 and 6,907,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding fiscal year. 





BRITISH WEST INDIES. 


TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS. 


The following notes have been extracted from the reports 
of Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
managers to headquarters : — 

Trade conditions in Barbados remain dull, owing to the 
continued depression in the sugar industry. Conditions have 
been favourable for the reaping of the 1930 sugar crop, and 
the early returns are reported to be good, while there are 
anticipations of improvement later. 


Trade continues dull in Trinidad, although the weather 
conditions have been dry and suitable for the reaping of 
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the 1930 sugar crop, which is now in full operation. Given 
favourable weather, there are indications of a heavy May- 
June picking of cocoa. Witchbroom disease, however, 
appears to be slowly spreading, and steps on a still more 
intensive scale are being adopted to control this infection. 


In Jamaica trade also continues very quiet, and owing to 
the present low level of produce prices and the resulting 
scarcity of purchasing power, prospects of an improvement 
in the near future are not encouraging. Rains have been 
frequent in almost all parts of the Island. The demand for 
bananas continues quiet. Shipments of this fruit from 
January 1 to February 8 amounted to 1,664,227 stems, as 
compared with 1,439,119 stems during the corresponding 
period of 1928. 


Trade conditions throughout the Leeward and Windward 
Islands have been very quiet, and the weather, on the whole, 
has been favourable for the various cultivations. 


In British Guiana trade remains dull. Following a period 
of rain, seasonable, dry and cool weather has been experi- 
enced. Grinding of the new sugar crop is active on all 
estates; the juice is of good quality and returns are above 
the average. The weather has been favourable for rice 
milling, but the market for this commodity is poor; large 
stocks will shortly be on hand, and holders are hoping that a 
satisfactory outlet will be found. Conditions remain quiet 
in the diamond industry, with prices ruling low.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 

The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The general recession in business activity continues, and 
in view of the continued weakness of prices for farm produce 
no improvement is expected in the near future, though the 
Government’s £6 million overseas loan will probably 
mitigate to some extent the local financial stringency. 
From the aspect of production, farming conditions remain 
generally satisfactory. 

The Transvaal gold output during February (24 working 
days) was 818,188 fine ozs., valued at £3,475,442, compared 
with 815,284 ozs., valued at £3,463,107, in February, 1929 
(also 24 working d lay s). The native labour supply again im- 
proved from 190,663 to 196,752, which was slightly above the 
figure for February, 1929. 

The alluvial diamond output in January was 62,847 carats, 
with a value of £112,325, which is above the low December 
production but much below the average for the previous 
months. The local diamond market remains very quiet, but 
hopes are expressed of an improvement on the settlement of 
the American tariff question. 
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Railway earnings from February 9 to March 8 amounted 
to £1,937,587. ‘Total earnings from April 1, 1929, to 
March 8, 1930, were £24,700,443, compared with £24,547 ,609 
during the corresponding period of the previous financial 
year. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


Local maize prices continue to decline, but in view of the 
weakness of the overseas market exports continue small, and 
the exportable surplus still remaining in the country is 
estimated at about 2 million bags. The preliminary official 
estimate of the new crop is 25,363,000 bags, compared with 
18,555,961 bags last year, which, if realised, will constitute 
the lar gest crop on record and provide an exportable surplus 
of 13 million to 14 million bags. 

Kxports of deciduous fruit during February amounted to 
729,121, boxes, making exports to date 1,644,774 boxes, com- 
pared with 826,477 boxes during the corresponding period 
last season. 

Larger supplies of wattle bark are now available, and 
prices are consequently lower. At this level overseas enquiry 
is good. 

The local wool markets are fairly firm for better qualities, 
but inferior qualities are difficult of sale. The majority 
of the growers are meeting the market, and there is little 
serious accumulation of stocks. The long wool season is 
now nearly ended, and early arrivals of short and lamb’s 
wool are meeting with good demand at current rates. The 
mohair market remains very quiet; prices are nominally 
unchanged. 

All descriptions of hides and skins continue to decline, the 
fall being most marked in sheepskins and least in goatskins. 

In the ostrich feather market the demand for wings shows 
an improvement; shorts are firm at unchanged prices. 

The general decline in manufacturing activity continues, 
and some unemployment is reported at certain centres. 

The building trade reports a further decline in activity, 
with a consequent decrease in the demand for building re- 
quisites, especially timber. 

The mining material market is unchanged. The demand 
for agricultural machinery is generally confined to absolute 
necessities. The soft goods business remains quiet.

BRAZIL. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 1929. 


Imports and exports during the eleven months under 
review amounted in value to £79,881,000 and £87,879,000, 
as compared with £81,580,000 and £88,902,000 respectively 
in the period January-November, 1928, states ‘‘ Wileman’s 
Brazilian Review.’’ It will be seen, therefore, that the 
balance of trade was a favourable one to the extent of 
£7 998,000, whereas in 1928 the trade balance at the end 
of November totalled £7,322,000. 

As compared with the same period in 1928, the volume of 
exports during the eleven months ended November 30 last 
showed an increase of 77,973 tons, or 4 per cent., and 
imports of 286,105 tons, or 5-4 per cent.; the balance 
against exports consequently rose from 3,406,140 tons in 
1928 to 3,614,273 tons in 1929, the extent to which import 
carrying tonnage failed to obtain return cargo. 

The f.o.b. value of exports during the eleven months 
ended November last shows a decline of £1,023,000, or 1-1 per 
cent., and c.i.f. imports of £1,699,000, or 2 per cent. 

Including gold the position at the end of November was 
less favourable than during the same period of 1928, owing 
to the very small entries of gold during the past year, as 
shown as follows :—

FRANCE. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE IN JANUARY. 
(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
January, 1930, the value of imports from Great Britain 
amounted to 492 million francs, as against 418 million frs. in 
the first month of 1929, an increase of 74 million frs. There 
was @ rise in imports from Belgium and Luxemburg, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Greece, Holland, Norway, Poland, 
Roumania, Soviet Russia, Sweden and Switzerland, but a 
fall in those from all other foreign countries separately 
classified in the returns. 


The value of French exports to Great Britain in the month 
under review amounted to 601 million frs., as against 588 
million frs. in January, 1929, an increase of 13 million frs. 
There was a rise in exports to Belgium and Luxemburg, 
Denmark, Holland, Roumania, Soviet Russia and the United 
States, but a fall in those to all other countries separately 
classified. 


The value of French imports from foreign countries in the 
first month of the year totalled 4,330 million frs., as against 
4,491 million frs. in January, 1929, a decrease of 161 million 
frs. That of exports amounted to 2,958 million frs., against 
3,157 million frs., a decrease of 199 million frs. The value of 
imports from French colonies and protectorates was 447 
million frs., compared with 631 million frs., a decrease of 
184 million frs., and of exports to them 756 million frs., 
against 542 million frs., an increase of 214 million frs. 


French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance in January, 1930, of 1,372 
million frs., compared with one of 1,334 million frs. in 
January, 1929. The trade with her colonies and protecto- 
rates, on the other hand, showed a favourable balance of 
309 million frs., as compared with an unfavourable balance 
of 89 million frs. for the first month of 1929. 





POLAND. 


AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS IN 1929. 


The Polish Press Bureau, London, reports that the im- 
portant part which agriculture takes in the production of 
the country as a whole and in the development of its 
exports is reflected in the foreign trade balance, where it 
occupies a foremost place. In 1929 the total value of 
Poland’s export trade was 2,813 million zloty, of which 
agricultural products accounted for 1,261 million zloty, or 
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44 per cent. The following table gives particulars of the 
principal agricultural exports during 1929, together with 
the comparative figures for 1928 :—

The assistance granted by the Polish Government with 
a view to extending the export of agricultural products 
has improved the quality of the commodities exported in 
order to adapt them to the general requirements of foreign 
markets. In addition, the rationalisation of the exports, 
i.e., standardisation of eggs and butter, giving the initia- 
tive to the formation of export organisations, placing at 
exporters’ disposal a cold-storage plant at Gdynia, equip- 
ping railway wagons and steamers with cold-storage plant, 
has proved of the utmost value. 


It may be stated that exports of agricultural products, 
and especially those of products of agricultural industries 
and of animal products, have mainly been directed to 
British markets, where considerable quantities of Polish 
sugar, butter, eggs, etc., were sold, while almost the whole 
of the bacon exported went to the United Kingdom.

BRITISH INDIA. 
FORTHCOMING TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


The Board of Trade are informed by the India Office that 
the Steel Industry (Protection) Bill and the Tariff 
(Amendment) Bill, of which particulars were given in the 
notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 20 (pages 273-4) have 
now been passed by the Indian Legislative Assembly and 
the Council of State. 

The actual dates of enforcement of these measures are in 
be fixed by notification in the ‘‘ Gazette of India.”’ 





NEWFOUNDLAND. 


TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


An official notice, published in Newfoundland on 
January 28, intimates that the Governor-in-Council has 
approved the following amendments in the Newfoundland 
Customs Tariff (Revenue Act), viz:— 

The Customs duty on iron of all kinds, including gal- 
vanised iron in bolts, bars, strips, sheets, plates and 
pieces and steel wool (Tariff Item 137) has been re- 
duced from 20 to 14 per cent. ad valorem. 

The duty on nails, spikes, brads, sprigs and tacks and 
dowel pins of all varieties and of all metals, plain 
or coated, leathered or not, not elsewhere specified in 
the Tariff (Tariff Item 151), has been reduced from 
14 to 14 cts. per lb. 

Copper in ingots, when imported by manufacturers for 
use in their manufactures, is added to Tariff Item 
168. The duty leviable thereon is therefore 14 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Wrappers, when imported for the wrapping of paper 
when it is exported by paper manufacturers, are 
added to Tariff Item 342, with a duty of 5 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

To ltem 217 is added a provision that packages made 
from wood, when imported by fish exporters to contain 
fresh fish when exported, shall be admitted duty free for 
the space of three months from January 17, 1930, upon a 
certificate stating the use to which they are to be applied. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


IMPORTATION OF POULTRY. 

Government Notice (No. 253), dated February 7, intimates 
that all poultry (including domestic fowls, turkeys, geese, 
ducks, guinea fowls and pigeons) to be imported into the 
Union must be accompanied by a certificate, issued by a 
competent Government Official in the country of origin, 
stating that they have been subjected to the appropriate 
tests and have been found to be free from bacillary, white 
diarrhe, tuberculosis and fowl typhoid. If not so accom- 
panied they are to be detained at Government quarantine 
stations for examination.

BELGIUM. 


TRADE IN CERTAIN DRUGS. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge”’ for March 19 announces that a 
Royal Order of February 20 subjected eucodal, dicodide, 
dilaudide and all morphine esters to the control of the 
trade in narcotics which was instituted in Belgium in 1921. 
These products will therefore require a licence in order to 
be imported into or exported from Belgium. 





FINLAND. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON RICE AND 
RICK FLOUR. 

H.M. Consul at Helsingfors reports that the Finnish Diet, 
on March 12, passed a measure reducing the Customs duty 
on unground rice (Tariff No. 33) from 1 to 0-75 Finnish 
mark per kilog., and increasing the duty on rice flour and 
meal (Tariff No. 46) from 1 to 1-25 Finnish marks per 
kilog.

GERMANY. 


MATCH MONOPOLY LAW. 

The ‘‘ Reichsgesetzblatt’’ of January 30 contains the 
text of the Match Monopoly Law, dated January 29, re- 
serving to the State the sale, import and export of matches 
(including match sticks of straw, cardboard, or other 
materials and matches of stearin wax or similar materials), 

From a date to be fixed by the Government, manu- 
facturers and importers will be able to sell only to the 
Monopoly Company (Die Deutsche Ziindwaren-Monopol- 
gesellschaft), comprising a German and a Swedish group. 
The purchasing price, to be paid by the monopoly company, 
is fixed at 130 Reichsmarks per standard case (including 
packing), exclusive of tax; the wholesale price to dealers is 
fixed at 260 Reichsmarks per standard case; and the retail 
selling price is fixed at 30 Reichspfennige per packet of 
10 boxes, each containing about 60 matches. These prices 
relate to ordinarv household matches only. 

As far as possible the Monopoly Company wili purchase 
from producers in Germany. Importation will orly be 
permitted as and when deemed necessary by the Monopoly 
Company. 

The internal tax on matches in boxes containing from 30 
to 45 matches is reduced from 0-6 to 0-45 Rpf. per box.

GREECE. 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN SEED OILS. 

H.M. Minister at Athens reports that the Greek Customs 
duties on sesame oil, cottonseed oil, ground nut oil and 
other edible fixed oils not specified in the Greek Customs 
Tariff have recently been increased from 40 to 50 gold 
drachme per 100 kilogs. under the ‘‘ Maximum’? Tariff, 
and from 30 to 40 gold drachme per 100 kilogs. under the 
‘Minimum ”’ Tariff (which is applicable to imports from 
the United Kingdom). Olive oil, coconut oil, palm oil, 
linseed oil and non-edible fixed oils not specified in the 
Greek Customs Tariff are not affected by the increase. 

The tax on seed oils produced in Greece has also been 
increased. 





TARIFF INCREASES 
(MODUS VIVENDI WITH FRANCE). 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of March 23 announces 
that a modus vivendi was signed on March 20 with the 
object of modifying the Franco-Greek Commercial Conven- 
tion of March 11, 1929, in consequence of the situation 
created by the French Wine Law of January 1 (see the 
‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 23, page 133). Under this modus 
vivendi, which is to come into force on April 1, France 
retains most-favoured-nation treatment for her goods on 
import into Greece, but loses the benefit of all the special 
reductions of Greek Customs duties which were granted to 
her by the Convention of March, 1929, except in so far as 
these are also contained in Conventions which Greece has 
concluded with other countries. 

In consequence, the Greek Customs duties on a number of 
articles will be increased on April 1, the increases applying 
equally to goods from all countries enjoying most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Greece (including the United King- 
dom). Among the articles affected are some kinds of con- 
fectionery, certain leather and leather wares, some hard- 
ware and cutlery, photographic plates, papers and films, 
« few chemicals, pharmaceutical specialities, dentifrices, 
scented soap, some textiles (including tissues of mixed 
wool), and ladies’ hats. Ful! particulars of the changes will 
be given in next week’s issue of the “ B.T.J.”’ 





ITALY. 


TAXATION OF COFFEE AND COFFEE 
SUBSTITUTES INCREASED. 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of March 13 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated March 12, which increases the 
taxation leviable on coffee and coffee substitutes. 

The tax (including Customs duty and consumption duty) 
on coffee in the bean and husk imported into Italy from 
countries subject to the Conventional Customs regime is 
increased from 1,200 to 1,600 lire per 100 kilogs.; the tax 
on coffee from countries subject to the General Tariff 
is increased from 1,320 to 1,760 lire per 100 kilogs.; and the

tax on roasted coffee is increased from 1,848 to 2,464 lire 
per 100 kilogs. 

The manufacturing tax on chicory and any other sub- 
stances used as substitutes for prepared chicory or coffee 
is increased from 420 to 560 lire per 100 kilogs., a surtax 
at the same rate being levied on such substances imported 
from foreign countries. ' 





LITHUANIA. 


IMPORTATION OF POTATOES. 

H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that potatoes imported 
into Lithuania must be accompanied by certificates of 
origin issued by a competent authority in the country of 
origin and attested by a Lithuanian diplomatic or consular 
officer. Inter alia, the certificate must specify the place 
of origin of the potatoes (name of farm or town), and must 
contain a declaration that for the last six years there have 
been no cases of synchytrium endobivticum within a radius 
of 10 kilometres and no cases of phtorimae operculella or 
leptinotarsa decemlineata within a radius of 20 kilometres, 
and a declaration that the potato containers have been 
sealed and bear a label showing the No. of the certificate 
of origin and the name of the exporter to whom the certifi- 
cate was issued. Certificates of origin are valid for 14 
davs from the date of issue. 





PORTUGAL. 


IMPORT OF SUGAR. 

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) of March 1 contains 
a Decree (No. 18021) of the same date, modifying the 
Tariff treatment of sugar imported into Portugal. 

The Decree provides, inter alia, that the special surtax 
(tara de salvacao nacional) which is at present levied on 
foreign sugar of any kind imported into Portugal, shall be 
increased by one centavo (gold) per kilog. when the price 
of sugar powdered by the Portuguese method, or above 
No. 20 Dutch standard, in the cheapest Kuropean export 
market results in a price of less than 7 centavos (gold) per 
kilog., c.i.f. Tejo or Leixoes. A guarantee is also given 
that, for a period of 15 years, the present preference 
accorded to specified quantities of sugar produced in 
Mozambique and Angola will be granted for an amount 
equal to 50 per cent. of the annual consumption of 
Portugal (less 1,000 tons for Cape Verde Islands). 

The Decree also deals with various matters affecting the 
production of sugar in the Colonies in question. 

Decrees Nos. 18019 and 18020, also published in the 
‘Diario do Governo”’ for March 1, deal with the taxation 
of sugar in the Azores and in Madeira. 





SALVADOR. 


IMPORT PROHIBITION WITHDRAWN. 

A Decree published on February 4 provides for the with- 
drawal of the prohibition on the import of used bags for 
packing coffee. 

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 

H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of recent Decrees making certain modifications in 
the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. 

The import duties on chloride of barium and hypochlorite 
of calcium have been reduced; the duty on wheat flour has 
heen raised from 2 to 7 dollars per 100 kilogs.; and new 
headings have been raised for wipers, gloves or bags of 
coarse textile materials for cleaning and polishing pur- 
poses, and technical or impure muriatic (hydrochloric) acid 
for industrial use.

products, substitutes for materna] milk and disinfectants 
must be registered with the Public Health Department 
(Direction General of Health) before being placed on sale 
in Spain. 

A recent Royal Order notifies that a fresh registration is 
necessary when any modification is made in the name or 
composition of the original preparation. When modifications 
are made in any other respects (e.g., as regards sale price to 
the public) the competent authorities must be notified, 
in order that they may decide whether or not renewed 
registration is necessary. 





SWEDEN. 


SUBSIDY FOR SUGAR. 

H.M. Minister at Stockholm reports that the Swedish 
Legislature has rejected the Government Bill to increase 
the Customs duty on refined sugar (referred to in the 
‘* B.T.J.”’ of March 13, p. 385), and has adopted the re- 
commendations, put forward as an alternative by the 
Riksdag Committee, that a subsidy of 3,800,000 kronor 
should be granted for the financial year 1930-31 to enable 
sugar refiners to pay a price for beet which would make 
beet growing in Sweden remunerative (viz., 2-45 kr. per 
100 kilogs. of beet containing 16 per cent. of sugar). 








TURKEY. 


RE-SHIPMENT OF GOODS WITHOUT PAY- 
MENT OF DUTY. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istambul 
has forwarded copy of a Law (No. 1560), dated February 15, 
amending the Customs Law relating to the payment of duty 
on imported goods. 

Hitherto consignees who have handed in a declaration to 
the Customs have been obliged to pay the Customs duty 
on the goods specified therein, even if the goods were 
eventually re-shipped abroad. In future, even after the 
presentation of a declaration, the consignee can re-ship the 
goods abroad without payment of duty, provided no 
question of contraband is involved and that no irregularity 
has been committed in the declaration. 

The following is a translation of the provisions laid down 
by the new Law :— 

Declarations concerning imported goods are in the nature of 
undertakings involving the payment of duties and charges 
to which the goods are subject as well as any fines which 
may be tmposed as a result of examination. 

Duty is not collected on goods returned on account of a pro- 
hibition on their import into Turkey if they are shown on the 
declaration. 

In cases where the owner does not wish to clear goods im- 
ported into Turkey for which a declaration has been made to 
the Customs, the said goods shall be examined, article by 
article, by a commission composed of at least three members, 
including the Director or Inspector of Customs, and if it is 
found that there is no question of the payment of a fine or 
of confiscation, the owner’s request shall be granted. If, as a 
result of examination, a fine is found to be due in regard to the 
said goods, the granting of the owner’s request is subject to the 
payment of the fine and other relative duties and charges. 
The owner may, however, abandon the goods to the Customs 
on merely paying the fine. 

, as a result of examination, contraband goods are dis- 
covered, they shall be confiscated and the relevant provisions 
of law are to be applied.

The French ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier '’ of March 14 reports 
that the French Government have introduced a Bill to 
grant a refund of Customs duties to wheat and flour ex- 
ported from France and Algeria during the period March 4 
to June 15.

FACILITIES OFFERED TO BRITISH TRADES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command an 
extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises the 
Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following: Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing in 
Overseas markets; demand for particular articles abroad ; 
nature and extent of foreign competition, and suggestions 
for meeting it; methods of distribution and marketing; 
credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., abroad; firms 
at home engaged in particular lines of business; Foreign 
and Colonial importers of British goods; firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or agents for 
British firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs 
Regulations; statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of 
Certificates of Origin; regulations concerning commercial 
travellers; Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications for 
assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or two 
points, the observance of which will facilitate the supply of 
the information required. 

Where the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in the 
British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial, Diplomatic or 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the Officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will make 
all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s behalf. 
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When making application for information enquiries 


should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required. 
(2) The precise kind of goods; and 
(3) The particular points in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise infor- 
mation required.
